Truman Policy Is Negative, Says

W ashington, May 5 (TP)— Harold E. Stassen, although saying 
he favors the $400,000,000 Greek-Turkish aid program, declared to­ 
day it would be a “tragic” mistake for the United States to arm an 


all-out offensive against guerrilla opponents of the present Greek 
government. 
At 
a news conference 
where he discussed the program, the for­ 
mer Minnesota Governor also termed the general doctrine 
back of 
President Truman’s policy á negative one. 
He said he endorses the aid program in the form approved by 
* the Senate blit hopes that military 
expenditures will not be such as 
to bring about a full scale civil 
war in Greece. 
Instead, 
Stassen 
said, 
the 
United States should concentrate 
on attempting to build a stable 
and prosperous regime in 
the 
valleys of Greece which by its 
very prosperity would weaken the 
appeal of Communism to

mountain guerrillas.

under investigation.

of

voluminous 
Roosevelt 
papers at 
Hyde Park, N. Y., have agreed to 
discuss

mittee Thursday. 
Meanwhile a Senator who would 
not permit use of his name said 
that a separate investigation of 
the multi-million dollar oil trans­ 
actions has been launched by the 
Justice Department. 
Brew’ster said he learned that all 
State Department records dealing 
with Arabian oil had been turned 
over to the Justice Department, 
tint he added that the committee 
had not asked why. 
Based On Testimony 
Brewster said the estimate of a 
$5,000,000,000 royalty income for 
King Ibn Saud was based on testi­ 
mony and documents already be­ 
fore the Senate investigators.

20,000,000,000 barrels of oil in the 
rich Saudi Arabian fiieJds and that 
the king is to receive “about 23 
cents a barrel royalty” under con­

Moffett, former Federal Housing 
official and oil company executive 
contended that the Navy had paid 
more than $30,000,000 in excess 
prices for oil during the war.

the same oil at a much lower price 
in 1941 if the United States would 
advance $30,000,000 in royalties to 
Ibn Saud. 
The offer was rejected 
hut the Senate committee has been 
unable to obtain original copies of 
this and other Arabian oil deals 
from cither government or Roose­ 
velt tiles. 
Brewster said the Thursday ses­ 
sion should “place on the record 
just what happened

Washington, May 5 CP)—Buck­ 
ing confident Republican leaders, 
Senator Ives (R-N.Y.) said today 
their plans to clamp restrictions 
on industry-wide bargaining could 
lead to “complete disintegration 
of organized labor.” 
The New York lawmaker told 
a reporter he is “really going to 
fight” the bargaining curb backed 
by Senator Taft (Ohio), chairman 
of both the Senate’s G.O.P. policy 
and labor committees. 
The proposed amendment to the 
pending labor bill is slated for de­ 
batí' after the Senate acts on a 
federal security-labor department 
appropriation bill today. Already 
assured bi-partisan support since

(R-Minn), 
Byrd 
(D -V a), 
George (D-Ga.) and Smith (R- 
N. J.), it would: 
1. Forbid national unions to dic­ 
tate contract terms to their lo­ 
cals.

basis or when competing 
companies arc located in the same 
metropolitan area.

JAPANESE INTELLIGENCE 
“Give the people light, and they will find 
their way.” This is a good old American 
principle, and seldom has it workd more 
efficiently than in our recent American op­ 
eration of the Japanese national elections, 
in which General MacArthur has borne a 
prominent part. 
To most people in most countries, this 
would have seemed to demand a large de­ 
gree of military control, in order to make 
doubly sure that the Japanese would not lose 
what they had gained. The chief fear of the 
liberals was that Communists might show 
enough strength to make future cóntrol of 
the national government doubtful or dan­ 
gerous. 
General MacArthur kept his hands off and 
let the country have a fair trial. To his great 
satisfaction and that of the liberals in gen­ 
eral, the Communists were losing ground 
everywhere. Even the May Day demonstra­ 
tions were less noisy and disorderly than a 
year ago. This makes it rather obvious that 
the Japanese know what they are about, and 
are probably as ready for self-government as 
our ancestors were at early but important 
stages of administrative development. 


DRAMA 
Ancient Greece bred the drama of our 
modern world, which has flourished in Italy 
and risen to supreme heights in England, 
under Shakespeare’s master hand. France 
has had her great dramatists, but their 
power has waned. What of America? 
Any of us might be wrong about it, but 
there seems to be a stirring in this country 
which 
could 
bring 
American 
drama 
to 
greater things than our stage has yet known. 
We have the means, and probably the talent, 
so that there might arise within a generation 
dramatic genius equal to any career on any 
stage. 
Some may say it is too late in the world 
for new Shakespeares, but they were saying 
that when the Great Shakespeare appeared, 
with his new outlook on life, and new daring 
to match the new era. Perhaps there is no 
reason, in the nature of things, that another 
man—or woman—as great as Shakespeare 
should not arise before the end of this cen­ 
tury. Those who love drama should be look­ 
ing for it. 


MAN AND NATURE 
The terrible catastrophe at Texas City 
brings to mind all the destructive forces of 
nature. It is an example of the turning of 
the forces of nature against man, their dis­ 
coverer. 
In Herman Melville’s story, Moby Dick, the 
u nite leviathan is a symbol of the malignant 
secrets of nature which terrify and destroy 
the men who attempt to discover them. Mel­ 
ville was thinking of the seekers after theo­ 
retical truth, the men who dared to push 
back the curtain of reality. But his mystical, 
half-crazed story has more application now 
than when he wrote it almost a hundred 
years ago. Man has mastered nature, but 
nature strikes back. 
The automobile, the fuel we use to heat 
our homes, the marvelous inventions and dis­ 
coveries of our age, deal out death in occa­ 
sional furious and brief encounters in a way 
that, like Moby Dick, leaves us with a strange 
feeling of uneasiness. 
Could it be that man cannot really master 
nature until he masters himself? 


FILMING A PRIZE NOVEL 
Hollywood and the Nobel prize winners 
for literature have hitherto lived in utterly 
different worlds. If the film magnates ever 
heard of the recipients of the award or of the 
award itself, they gave no sign of it. Sinclair 
Lewis' novels, or some of them, have been 
put on the screen: but that was because they 
were best sellers, not because a foreign com­ 
mittee had adjudged them idealistic litera­ 
ture.

THE 1IYDE PARK PAPERS 
It has been customary for Presidents of the 
United States to take their private papers with 
them when they leave that office. No law detines 
the difference between private and public papers, 
but common sense and long tradition make it 
clear that a private paper is one ol a strictly per­ 
sonal nature, while a public paper is a document 
which is the business of the Government ol the 
United States. 
President Roosevelt is the first President who 
erected his own memorial and set aside a vast quan­ 
tity of documentary data as the private property 
of the managers of his estate. The evidence that 
some of the tiles at Hyde Park are public property 
arises from the indirect reference that some papers 
are missing from the tiles ol government olficcs 
where they should be and are reputed to be at llyde 
Park. The files of government offices are under no 
circumstances at the disposal of the temporary 
officials who control them for a shorter or longer 
period. 
It is of the utmost importance that a Con­ 
gressional committee be appointed to investigate 
not only the entire transaction controlling the 
Hyde Park genizah but the taking of documents 
by all officials high or low, who may have mis­ 
understood their rights. The publicized monstrous 
diary of Henry Morgenthau is obviously a case in 
point. But Franklin D. Roosevelt and Henry Mor­ 
genthau were not alone in this business and it is 
up to Congress to uncover the process and to pass 
a law leaving nothing to the ambiguity of personal 
choice. The domain of private and public docu­ 
ments requires definition by law. 
The immediate issue at stake is the Arabian- 
American oil deal, which is now before the United 
Nations in the Palestinian situation and which may 
some day be a cause for war. Some facts are known 
and in the nature of the Palestinian controversy 
sonic facts arc disclosing themselves. As much as is 
available, I now recapitulate; 
1. During the whole of his career, both as Gov­ 
ernor of the State ol New York and President of 
tfie United States, Franklin U. Roosevelt went out 
of his way to pretend that lie was the best friend 
of all Jews, Zionist and anti-Zionist, and that all 
who opposed him were anti-Scmitos. He was so 
successlul in establishing that state of mind that it 
was generally accepted among American Jews that 
only Roosevelt stood between life and death, against 
the apfioarancc of a Hitler in this country. Jews, 
throughout the world, regarded Roosevelt as the 
single individual who would rescue them I rom the 
horrible fate of Nazism. Six million Jews were killed 
on the continent of Europe which created a terror 
so frightful that anyone who questioned Roose­ 
velt's sincerity was regarded as a renegade. 
2. Meanwhile, he was organizing a cartel of 
American oil companies, while denouncing cartels as 
an evil. This cartel, the Arabian-American Oil Com­ 
pany, w’as given exclulsive rights in Arabian terri­ 
tories where are situated the greatest oil fields 
yet discovered on this Earth. To make the business 
good, the United States paid more for such oil 
than the current m arket price. 
3. To fix the business, funds were contributed 
in various forms to Saudi Arabia, and the Arab 
League was organized and financed largely by the 
United States, the object being to release the 
Arabs from their Nazi affiliations, as well as from 
financial dependence upon the British. The Arab 
League is now a potent anti-Jewish, anti-Christian 
force, restoring Koranic Law under circumstances 
that are a new peril to European civilization. 
4. Nowr the full documentation of this E. Phillips 
Oppenheim intrigue of an American President is 
apparently available only in the files at Hyde Park. 
Under the term s of the arrangements between the 
Government of the United States and the Execu­ 
tors of the Roosevelt Estate, the President, Harry 
Truman, may permit an examination of these files 
by a Congressional committee. Mr. Truman, un­ 
doubtedly suspecting something foul and maybe 
even knowing of something indecent, loyally tries 
to cover his predecessor by refusing to permit an 
inspection. 
There the situation stands as of today. W hat 
is required is not courtesy, but the truth. Senator 
Brewster’s Committee should force the issue.

THAT TIRED FEELING 
Some weeks ago I spoke about the various causes 
of fatigue and tiredness; namely wastes in lower 
bowel, infection, and one or more unsolved prob­ 
lems on the mind. 
While it was only natural for a man in the 
armed forces to be nervously tired because ol dan­ 
gers and difficulties oí military lile and also tor 
the members of the family of such a man, there is 
still much everyday fatigue, .that tired feeling, 
among civilians in all countries today. 
In the Medical Journal of Australia, Dr. Basil 
Williams reports his study oí 100 consecutive cases 
of tiredness in civilian practice. In -11 cases (lb 
male, 25 female), the sole cause ol tiredness was 
some mental or emotional condition such as anxiety 
or other neurosis. In a second group ot 33 (17 male, 
16 female), there was an anxiety state together 
with a focal infection (teeth, tonsils, gums, sinuses, 
gall bladder). But the patient admitted being ner­ 
vous before infection occurred In the third group 
of 26 (14 male, 12 female), there was a real or 
organic cause for tiredness such as tuberculosis, 
gland disturbance (goiter), and after-effects of or­ 
ganic diseases. The above cases thus show that in 
three-fourths of these 100 consecutive cases in gen­ 
eral practice, some emotional disturbance was pres­ 
ent. 
That we do not work hard enough physically to 
cause an ever present tired feeling and that physi­ 
cal or organic disease, such as infection or tubercu­ 
losis, is not a common cause of this tiredness is 
stated by Dr. S. Allan in the Journal of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association. A study of 300 cases of 
chronic fatigue showed that in only 1 in 5 was the 
tiredness due to any physical or organic disease. 
How can the patient and physician knowr when 
the tiredness is due to the emotions? 
1. The tiredness or weakness is worse in the 
morning. 2. The amount or extent or the tiredness 
is not always the same, despite the fact that there 
is no change in activity or occupation. 3. Immed­ 
iate benefit from slow-acting drugs such as thyroid 
and iron. 4. Immediate return to the tired condition 
when such drugs are withdrawn.

A rush of more than 15,000 Ul­ 
ster county residents for 
vacci­ 
nations following the recent small­ 
pox scare that scarcely could be 
considered local, is 
in 
marked 
contrast to an attitude 
in 
the 
county and particularly in Kings­ 
ton in 1908 when the disease had 
spread to epidemic stage and the 
city appeared more afraid of 
a 
community stigma than it was of 
the actual effects of the 
disease. 
The recent scare arose of re- 
l>orts of the disease elsewhere in 
the state and the rush for 
im­ 
munization signaled a new and 
effective trend in 
public 
health 
education. Little or no pressure 
or campaigning was required 
of 
health officials and clinics every­ 
where 
had all they could do in 
handling the rush. 
It was a different story in 1908. 
The city became indignant with 
fear that it would be quarantined 
as a community and 
it 
demon­ 
strated a tendency to minimize 
the spread of the disease. 
Health Officer Stclle, said 
a 
Freeman report of January 
15, 
1908, reported 89 cases of small­ 
pox. Many others had been con­ 
sidered cured by that time fol­ 
lowing a heavy outbreak of the 
disease in December. 
More than 30 local physicians 
discussed the outbreak 
of 
the 
disease at a meeting sponsored by 
the 
Board 
of 
Health 
around 
Christmas 
time in 1908. Some of 
the 
local 
doctors 
appeared 
to 
believe that Dr. C. W. Crispcll of 
the State Health Department, was 
inclined to be harsh in dealing 
with the local epidemic which was 
generally described as “mild.” 
The city reported that it had 
30 cases and that 15 
had 
been 
discharged when the local physi­ 
cians met with tlie state health 
representative, who warned them 
that there had been “a failure to 
recognite the seriousness of 
the 
situation,” and a lack 
of 
local 
quarant ine. 
Hundreds feared vaccination at 
the time and the earlier attem pts 
to 
enforce 
immunization 
were 
considered ineffective, but on Feb­ 
ruary 5, when a Freeman headline 
reported “Smallpox Cases Reduced 
One-Half,” the vaccination and the 
quarantine were given full credit. 
City officials reported 38 cases 
on that February date, stressing 
the fact that of the total, 24 were 
at the contagion hospital and the 
rest at private residences. 
Emergency hospitals were set 
up in such places as School No. 9 
on Conde street 
in 
the

sector, which had only four rooms. 
The disease was reported sporadi­ 
cally in the county and in a few 
instances 
victims 
were

ed making efforts to get to Kings­ 
ton lor treatm ent. 
They 
would 
shock their neighbors by appearing 
at a door to announce that they 
thought they were victims of the 
disease or appear at

In view of all the irregularities 
in the attem pts to check the

ease then, it now appears that if 
was stamped out by nothing less 
than a miracle.

Dr. Crispell of the state health 
department reported at the Kings­ 
ton meeting that New York state 
had 106 to 109 cases during the 
year prior to the Kingston out­ 
break.

AS PEGLER SEES IT

For a clue to the character of 
Henry Wallace we may turn to 
the memoirs of Charles Michelson, 
“Charlie the Mike” of the first two 
Roosevelt 
administrations, 
the 
press agent of 
the 
Democratic 
party, who had his own latchkey 
to the palace and often sat by the 
desk of the cosmic jester. 
Mr. 
Michelson 
was 
a distinguished 
Washington journalist in his day 
and, though he took service with 
the merry band who trod on our 
anthills to see us face about in 
frantic confusion, 
he 
remained 
I calm as a hermit on a distant 
hill, chuckling at us and a little 
sorry for us and never idolatrous. 
His memoirs 
were 
published in 
1944 under the title “The Ghost 
Talks,” a reference to the tact, 
or superstition, that lie was the 
author of some of the rhetorical 
rosettes that charmed us out of 
out wits in the fireside chats. 
Only twice, to my knowledge, 
has reference been 
made 
to a 
mysterious sheaf of correspond­ 
ence which those who have seen 
i it might refer to as 
the 
guru 
j letters. 
They came into private 
circulation in the Presidental cam- 
i paign of 1940, when Wallace was 
j the 
nominee 
for vice president. 
Carlisle Bargcron, also a Wash- 
j ington reporter, 
mentioned 
the 
i letters first in a 
book 
called 
j “Confusion on the Potomac,” hut 
1 raised no echo. 
A 
guru 
is 
a 
| teacher in the language of an 
I oriental cult who holds, or at 
I least entertains the 
hope, 
that 
j there exists 
somewhere 
in 
the 
Himalayas a priesthood of exalted 
or supernatural mentality, as dis- 
! tant as the stars above our ken. 
We have had evidence that Mr. 
Wallace is not altogether one of 
i us in his mental and religious or 
spiritual makeup. 
He has been 
called a mystic and a quack, but 
Hie trouble here may in* only I hat 
! he dwells on a 
high 
spiritual 
I plane and has neither the patience 
nor the knock to instruct us in 
a wisdom that might bring us to 


j his knee. 
Discussing 
the 
campaign 
of 
1940, alter Roosevelt, in a tele­ 
phone talk from the White House 
to Madam Frances 
Perkins 
in 
Chicago, had nominated Wallace, 
Mr. Michelson tells us that Harry 
Hopkins rushed up to the Demo­ 
cratic campaign headquarters in 
New' York highly excited over “a 
batch of letters of at least doubt­ 
ful authenticity, supposed to be 
from Henry Wallace.” 
‘‘Their general purport was silly 
rather than evil,” Mr. Michelson 
| wrote, as one of the earth-bound, 
I agree that if those were the 
same letters that 
I have seen, 
1 they were indeed silly, not evil. 
But they were silly in such a way 
j as to terrify any American who 
| should contemplate the possibility 
j that a single heart-heat stood be- 
| tween the United States and the 
elevation to the presidency of the 
author or those strange writs. 
‘‘Doubtless some of them, per­ 
haps all, were 
fabrications.” 
Mr. 
Michelson 
wrote, 
hut 
without 
telling us why he feels so eon- 
dent that they were. 
To the lay­ 
m an’s eye, 
the 
handwriting

very 
similar to Wallace’s own veritable 
hand, a juvenile, squarish, irregu­ 
lar fist, hut, of course, a forger 
would imitate the authentic and 
only an expert could give a re­ 
spectable opinion.

asknowledged

avowed them. 
Wallace, this year, was nomi­ 
nated not by the convention in 
Chicago, but against its will. The 
gang roared like animals and was 
like to mob him when he went on 
the Hying bridge to Map his hands 
and part his features in an expres­ 
sion that may 
have 
been 
the 
serene smile of an exalted man 
but 
only 
made 
the 
sweaty 
robots madder. 
Mrs. Wallace, 
sitting 
a lit lie 
aback, wept as though in fear to 
be the 
widow 
of 
a m artyred 
mystic. 
But, by 1944, as W alter 
Lippmann so tactfully put it just, 
the other day, “It 
was 
already 
clear that 
Wallace 
was psycho­ 
logically unfitted 
for 
prime 
re­ 
sponsibility in time of crisis.” 
That Roosevelt eventually saw 
the guru letters and 
the 
queer, 
symbolic references to him and 
others may he taken for granted, 
lie enjoyed gassip and the em ­ 
barrassment of his inferiors, and 
the documents would have come 
to his 
desk 
in 
the 
regular 
course. 
As to whether he shared 
Michelson's belief that some, and 
possibly all, were 
forgeries 
he 
lias left us no sign thus far re­ 
vealed 
1 frankly do not share it 
hut neither have 
I ground 
for 
conviction that

thentic, and 1 do believe that so 
intimate a member of the inner 
circle as Charlie Mike should xc- 
plain why he rejects them. 
Mr. Lippmann. like Mr. Michel­

JAPANESE INTELLIGENCE 


"Give the people light, and they will find 


their way." This is a good old American 
principle, and seldom has It workd more 
efficiently than in our recent American op- 
eration of the Japanese national elections, 
in which General MacArthur has borne a 
prominent part. 


To most people in most countries, this 


would have seemed to demand a large de- 
gree of military control, in order to make 
doubly sure that the Japanese would not lose 
what they had gained. The chief fear of the 
liberals was that Communists might show 
enough strength to make future cbntrol of 
the national government doubtful or dan- 
gerous. 


General MacArthur kept his hands off and 


let the country have a fair trial. To his great 
satisfaction and that of the liberals in gen- 
eral, the Communists were losing ground 
everywhere. Even the May Day demonstra- 
tions were less noisy and disorderly than a 
year ago. This makes it rather obvious that 
the Japanese know what they are about, and 
are probably as ready for self-government as 
our ancestors were at early but important 
stages of administrative development. 


DRAMA 


Ancient Greece bred the drama of our 


modern world, which has flourished In Italy 
and risen to supreme heights, in England, 
under Shakespeare's master hand. France 
has had her great dramatists, but their 
power has waned. What of America? 


Any of us might be wrong about it, but 


there seems to be a stirring in this country 
^vhich could bring American drama 
to 


greater things than our stage has yet known. 
We have the means, and probably the talent, 
so that there might arise within a generation 
dramatic genius equal to any career on any 
stage. 


Some may say it is too late in the world 


for new Shakespeares, but they were saying 
that when the Great Shakespeare appeared, 
with his new outlook on life, and new daring 
to match the new era. Perhaps there is no 
reason, in the nature of things, that another 
man—or woman—as great as Shakespeare 
should not arise before the end of this cen- 
tury. Those who love drama should be look- 
ing for it. 


MAN AND~NATURE 


The terrible catastrophe at Texas City 


brings to mind all the destructive forces of 
nature. It is an example of the turning of 
the forces of nature against man, their dis- 
coverer. 


In Herman Melville's story, Moby Dick, the 


white leviathan is a symbol of the malignant 
secrets of nature which terrify and destroy 
the men who attempt to discover them. Mel- 
ville was thinking of the seekers after theo- 
retical truth, the men who dared to push 
back the curtain of reality. But his mystical, 
half-crazed story has more application now 
than when he wrote it almost a hundred 
years ago. Man has mastered nature, but 
nature strikes back. 


The automobile, the fuel we use to heat 


our homes, t he marvelous inventions and dis- 
coveries of our age, deal out death in occa- 
sional furious and brief encounters in a way 
that, like Moby Dick, leaves us with a strange 
feeling of uneasiness. 


Could it be that man cannot really master 


nature until he masters himself? 


FILMING A PRIZE NOVEL 


Hollywood and tho Nobel prize winners 


for literature have hitherto lived in utterly 
different worlds. If the film magnates ever 
heard of the recipients of the award or of the 
award itself, they gave no sign of it. Sinclair 
Lewis' novels, or some of them, have been 
put on the screen: but that was because they 
were best sellers, not because a foreign com- 
mittee had adjudged them idealistic litera- 
ture.

THE HYDE PABK PAPERS 


It has been customary for Presidents of the 


United States to take their private papers with 
them when they leave that office. No law defines 
the difference between private ami public papers, 
but common sense and long tradition make it 
clear IhHt a private paper is one ol' » slricily per- 
sonal nature, while a public paper is a document 
which is the business of the Government of the 
United States. 
President Roosevelt is the first President who 
erected his own memorial and sot aside a vast quan- 
tity of documentary data as the private property 
of the managers of his estate. The evidence that 
tome ot th'J files at Hyde Park are public property 
•rites from the indirect reference that some papers 
•re missing from the files of government olliccs 
where they should be and arc reputed to be at Hyde 
Park. The flies of government olliccs arc under no 
circumstances at the disposal of the temporary 
officials who-control them for a shorter or longer 
period. 
It is of the utmost importance that a Con- 


gressional committee be appointed to investigate 
not only the entire' transaction controlling the 
Hyde Park genizah but the taking -of documents 
by all officials high or low, who may have mis- 
understood their rights. The publicized monstrous 
diary of Henry Morgenthau is obviously a case in 
point. But Franklin D. Roosevelt and Henry Mor- 
genthau wore not alone in this business and it is 
up to Congress to uncover the process and to pass 
a law leaving nothing to the ambiguity ot personal 
choice. The domain of private and public docu- 
ments requires definition by law. 


The immediate issue at stake is the Arabian- 


American oil deal, which is now before Ihe United 
Nations in the Palestinian situation and which may 
some day be a cause for war. Some facts arc known 
and in the nature of the Palestinian controversy 
some facts arc disclosing themselves. As much as is 


1 available, 1 now recapitulate:

L During the whole of his career, both as Gov- 


[ crnor ol' Hie Stale of New York and President of 
the United States, Franklin D. Roosevelt went out 
of his way to pretend that he was the host friend 
of all Jews, Zionist and anti-Zionist, and that all 
who opposed him were anti-Semites. He was so 
successful in establishing that state of mind that it 
was generally accepted among American .lews that 
only Roosevelt Btood between life and death, against 
the appearance of a Hitler in this country. Jews;

horrible falu of Na/ism. Six million Jews were killed 
on the continent of Europe which created a terror 
so frightful that anyone who questioned Roose- 
velt's sincerity was regarded as a renegade.

American oil companies, while denouncing cartels as j 
an evil. This cartel, the Arabian-American Oil Com- j 
pany, was given exclulsivc rights in Arabian terri- ;

THAT TIRED FEELING 


Some weeks ago I spoke about the various causes 


of fatigue and tiredness; namely wastes in lower 
bowel, infection, and one or more unsolved prob- 
lems on tho mind. 
While it was only natural for a man in the 
armed forces to be nervously tired because of clan- 
gers and difficulties of military life and also for 
the members of the family of such a man, there is 
still much everyday fatigue, .that tired feeling, 
among civilians in all countries today. 
In the Medical Journal of Australia, Dr. Basil 


Williams reports his study of 100 consecutive cases 
of tiredness in civilian practice. In 41 cases (IB 
male, 25 female), the sole cause of tiredness was 
some mental or emotional condition such as anxiety 
or other neurosis. In a second group of 33 (17 male, 
16 female), there was an anxiety s-tate together 
with a focal infection (teeth, tonsils, gums, sinuses, 
gall bladder). But the patient admitted being ner- 
vous before Infection occurred. In the third group 
of '26 (14 male, 12 female), there was a real pi- 
organic cause for tiredness such as tuberculosis, 
gland disturbance (goiter), and after-effects of or- 
ganic diseases. The above cases thus show that in 
three-fourths of these 100 consecutive cases in gen- 
eral practice, some emotional disturbance was pres- 
ent.That we do not work hard enough physically to 
cause an ever present tired feeling and that physi- 
cal or organic disease, such as infection or tubercu- 
losis, is not a common cause of this tiredness is 
stated by Dr. S. Allan in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. A study of 300 cases of 
chronic fatigue showed that in only 1 in 5 was the 
tiredness due to any physical or organic disease. 


How can the patient and physician know when 


the tiredness is due to the emotions? 


1. The tiredness or weakness is worse in the 


morning. 2. The amount or extent or the tiredness 
is not always the same, despite the fact that there 
is no change in activity or occupation. 3. Immed- 
iate benefit from slow-acting drugs such as thyroid 
and iron. 4. Immediate return to the tired condition 
when such drugs are withdrawn.

ton in 1908 when the disease had 
spread to epidemic stage and the 
city appeared more afraid of 
a 


community stigma than it was of 
the actual effects of the 
disease. 


The recent scare arose of re- 


ports of the disease elsewhere in 
the state and the rush for im- 
munization signaled a new and 
effective trend in 
public 
health 


education. Little or no pressure 
or campaigning was required 
of 


health officials and clinics every- 
where 
had all they could do in 


handling the rush. 


It was a different story in 1908. 


The city became indignant with 
fear that it would be quarantined 
as a community and it 
demon- 


strated a tendency to minimize 
the spread of the disease. 


Health Officer Stelle, said 
a 


Freeman report of January 
15, 


1908, reported 89 cases of small- 
pox. 
Many others had been con- 


sidered cured by that time fol- 
lowing a heavy outbreak of the 
disease in December. 


More than 30 local physicians 


discussed the outbreak 
of 
the 


disease at a meeting sponsored by 
the 
Board 
of 
Health 
around 


Christmas time in 1908. Some of 
the 
local doctors 
appeared 
to 
believe that Dr. C. W. Crispell of 
the State Health Department, was 
inclined to be harsh in dealing 
with the local epidemic which was 
generally described as "mild." 


The city reported that it had 


50 cases and that 35 
hud 
been 


discharged when the local physi- 
cians met with the slate health 
representative, who warned them 
that there had been "a failure to 
recognise the seriousness of 
the 


situation," and a lack 
of local 


quarantine. 


Hundreds feared vaccination at 


the time and the earlier attempts 
to 
enforce 
immunization were 


considered ineffective, but on Feb- 
ruary 5, when a Freeman headline 
reported "Smallpox Cases Reduced 
One-Half," the vaccination and the 
quarantine were given full credit. 


City officials reported :!8 oases 


on that February date, stressing 
tho fact that of the total, 24 were 
at the contagion hospital and the 
rest at private residences. 


Emergency hospitals were set 


up in such places as School No. 9 
on Conde street in the Wilbur 
sector, which had only four rooms. 
The disease was reported sporadi- 
cally in the county and in a few 
instances 
victims were report- 


ed making efforts to get to Kings- 
ton for treatment. They 
would 


shock their neighbors by appearing 
at a door to announce that they 
thought they were victims of the 
disease or appear at a 
railroad 


station or public building to re- 
port their plight. 


Other reports indicated 
that 


some of the victims confined 
to 


pest houses, would 
escape 
and 


appear on the streets to announce 
that they were cured. 


In view of all the irregularities 


in the attempts to check the dis- 
ease th^-n, it now appears that it 
was stamped out by nothing less 
than a miracle. It WHS checked

system of popular sell-government, 
the highest duty of a lawyer is his 
public duty,—his duty to be an 
active citizen, a 
leader in the

public and private enterprises that 
have served so well in the diffi­ 
cult business of keeping us a lice, 
happy and united nation. 
For ten years Judge Fowler was 
a member of the New York N a­ 
tional Guard from which he re­ 
tired as a first lieutenant in 1905. 
During the Spanish-American W ar 
he served with Company M of the 
First 
New Y’ork 
Volunteers as 
corporal and as second lieutenant, 
in 
the 
United 
States 
and 
in 
Hawaii. From 1906 to 1910, he was 
a member of the Assembly ol the 
Legislature ol the State ol New 
York where he sat upon many 
committees 
including 
the Com­ 
mittee oq the Judiciary. He was 
president of the Ulster County 
j Tuberculosis Association from its 
organization in 1908 down to 1946. 
He vvas a Mason and a Shriner, 
a charter member of the Kivvanis 
Club, a member of Colonial Camp 
No. 75 of the United Spanish W ar 
Veterans. He was affiliated with 
the 
Dutch 
Reformed 
Church. 
Through these attachm ents and 
many others, he had a significant 
share 
in everything worthwhile 
that went on in the community, 
and thereby testified day by day 
to his genuine liking lor the people 
among whom he lived and moved, 
to his thorough understanding of 
their characters, and to the reality 
of his concern in their affairs. 
In 1918, his professional career 
was rounded out by

Police Seek Help 
From Science in 
Woman’s Slaying 
Los Angeles Authorities 
Have Several Clues 
to Check; Was 
Choked, Slugged 
Los Angeles, May 5 <2P> — 
Sheriff’s investigators turned to 
scientific detection methods today 
in efforts to solve the slaying of 
Mrs. Dorothy Montgomery, 36, 
whose nude, battered body was 
found Saturday under a pepper 
tree in a vacant lot. 
Among clues being studied by 
Lt. Fred Wolfe of the Sheriff’s 
Criminology Section and Lt. Peter 
Sutton of the Homicide Detail 
were a blood-stained T-shirt, two 
partial fingerprints and the vic­ 
tim’s shredded clothing and bloody 
automobile. 
Sutton said the T-shirt, while it 
was determined ao bear human 
bloodstains, might not prove a ¡ 
valuable clue because of the ab-| 
sence of laundry marks or any 
other identifying symbols. It was 
found several blocks from the 
vacant lot. 
The fingerprints were found on 
the rear view mirror and steering 
wheel of Mrs. Montgomery’s auto­ 
mobile, parked near a playground 
where she had gone Friday night 
to meet her daughter, Maycille, 15. 
Although the investigators first 


reported that Mrs. Montgomery 
had been raped, they said last 
night that an autopsy disclosed 
that was not the case. The post 
mortem examination, Sutton said, 
showed that she had been stran­ 
gled, apparently choked from be­ 
hind; that her scalp was lacerated 
by a heavy blow on the hack of 
the head but no skull fracture was 
apparent. 
Sheriff’s Inspector Norris Stcns- 
land theorized that Mrs. Mont­ 
gomery was slain within an hour 
after she left her husband. Thomas 
F. Montgomery, an aircraft work­ 
er, at their home at 9:30 p. m. 
Friday to call for her daughter. 
Montgomery reported her missing 
after she failed to meet Maycille. 
The killing in its brutality re­ 
sembled three unsolved sex slay­ 
ings in Los Angeles city police 
jurisdiction earlier this year, be­ 
ginning with the discction murder 
of Elizabeth Short, known as the 
"Black Dahlia,” on January 15. 
This was followed by the bestial 
killings of Mrs. Jeanne French and 
Miss Evelyn Winters.

In 1924 Insull was promoted by

its collapse in April, 1S'.'-2. 


When his brother's utility em- 
pire collapsed, Martin was in- 
dicted by a Cook county (Chi- 
cniso) grund jury on charges of 
larceny and omboxzling $3G4,000, 
and n long legal battle ensued be- 
tween the U. S. and Canada— 
where l.e was residing—over his 
extradition. 


In March, 1934, Martin yielded 


to custody of American authori- 
ties. 
In. June 1935, Samuel In- 


sull was acquitted of a mail fraud 
charge and the state dropped its 
charges against Martin. 
Born in Reading. England, In- 


sull retained his British citizen- 
ship throughout his half century 
of residence in the United States.

Sheriff's investigators turned to 
scientific detection methods today 
in efforts to solve the slaying of 
Mrs.

Among clues being studied by 


Lt. Fred Wolfe of the 
Sheriff's 


Criminology Section and Lt. Peter 
Sutton of the Homicide Detail 
were a blood-stained T-shirt, two 
partial fingerprints and the vic- 
tim's shredded clothing and bloody 
automobile. 


Sutton said the T-shirt, while it 


was determined ao bear human 
bloodstains, 
might not prove a 


valuable clue because of tho ab- 
sence of laundry marks or any 
other identifying symbols. It was

The fingerprints were found on 


the rear view mirror and steering 
wheel of Mrs. Montgomery's auto- 
mobile, parked near a playground 
where she had gone Friday night 
to meet her daughter, Maycille, 15.
